FINAL REPORT OF A MAJOR STUDY OF THE SERVICE SECTOR IN THIS 
PROVINCE, 


THIS SPECIAL STUDY WAS CARRIED OUT UNDER THE DIRECTION 
OF GEORGE RADWANSKI, WHO WAS APPOINTED BY THE GOVERNMENT IN 
OCTOBER. 1985, TO EXAMINE THE ROLE OF THE SERVICE SECTOR IN 
ONTARIO’S ECONOMY AND TO IDENTIFY OPPORTUNITIES TO FURTHER 
STRENGTHEN THE CONTRIBUTION OF THIS IMPORTANT SECTOR TO THE 
CREATION OF WEALTH AND EMPLOYMENT FOR ONTARIANS, 


THE SERVICE SECTOR NOW ACCOUNTS FOR 73 PER CENT OF 
EMPLOYMENT AND 70 PER CENT OF GROSS DOMESTIC PRODUCT IN 
ONTARIO, AND IT IS EXPECTED TO PROVIDE SOME 80 PER CENT OF ALL 
NEW JOBS OVER THE NEXT DECADE. 


THE WIDE-RANGING REPORT I AM TABLING TODAY ANALYZES THE 
ROLES OF EDUCATION. ENTREPRENEURSHIP, SOCIAL POLICY AND EXPORT 
INITIATIVES IN A STRATEGY TO MAXIMIZE GROWTH OPPORTUNITIES IN 
AN ECONOMY WHERE KNOWLEDGE-INTENSIVE SERVICES PLAY SUCH AN 
IMPORTANT ROLE. IT ALSO ASSESSES THE LIKELY IMPLICATIONS THAT 
A CANADA-U.S. FREE TRADE DEAL WOULD HAVE FOR THE SERVICE 
SECTOR. AND IT LOOKS AT SOME INITIATIVES FOR SPECIFIC
